I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Public 
Health  Services  for  the  year,  19&7* 

The  population  increased  by  100  persons.  There  were  142  births; 
the  Birthrate  at  23.3  per  1,000  population  was  above  the  National 
average.  There  were  13  illegitimate  births,  making  the  illegitimacy 
Birthrate  10  per  cent.  There  were  145  deaths;  the  Deathrate  at  10.2 
per  ipOO  population  was  below  the  National  average.  There  were  7 
infant  deaths,  5  occurring  in  the  first  3  days  of  life.  The  infant 
Mortality  rate  was  high,  at  49.2  per  1,000  live  births. 

There  were  no  serious  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease. 

I  am  grateful  to  the  Mayor,  Councillor  R. A.  Burn,  and  Members  of 
the  Council,  Councillor  D.E.  Robinson,  the  Chairman  and  to  the  Members 
of  the  Drainage  and  Health  Committee  for  their  courtesy  to  me  during 
the  year.

I  submit  for  your  consideration  my  report  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  19 67. 

The  work  carried  out  during  the  year  has  basically  been  very 
similar  to  that  done  in  previous  years.  There  has  been,  perhaps 
undue,  emphasis  on  housing,  possibly  slightly  to  the  detriment  of 
other  work. 

Slum  clearance  has  continued  with  action  against  individual  unfit 
houses,  rather  than  against  areas  of  unfit  housing.  Simultaneously 
there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  houses  repaired  and 
improved,  with  and  without  grant  aid, 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Chairman  and  Members 
for  the  interest  they  have  shown  in  the  work  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  during  the  year.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  Dr.  E.  Kinnear, 
and  the  other  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their  continued  co-operation 
and  support,  and  Mrs.  Ranson  who  has  also  helped  in  every  possible  way 
during  the  preceding  year.

NSW  HOUSES  -  COUNCIL. 

During  1967.  the  64  houses  on  Woodhall  'E*  site  were  completed# 

It  is  noted,  with  regret,  that  the  proposed  development  of  land  at 
the  rear  of  Cats  Lane  for  old  persons  accommodation  was  not  approved  by 
the  Ministry. 

The  Council  are  likely  more  and  more  to  need  small  units  of 
accommodation  for  the ' elderly  and  particularly  the  mixed  type  that  had 
been  proposed  for  this  area.  This  would  have  included  Warden  accommodation 
and  independent  and  communal  units  of  varying  sizes. 

It  is  felt  likely  that  the  Council  may  soon  have  to  give  considerable 
thouglt  to  existing  older  parts  of  the  central  town,  with  a  view  to 
acquiring  demolishing  and  redeveloping  on  site  to  house  the  elderly. 

NEW  HOUSES  -  PRIVATE. 

During  the  year  the  rate  of  private  building  was  slower  than  the 
previous  year.  This  was  due  to  Government  restrictions.  There  are  still 
however,  a  number  of  private  estates  being  developed,  giving  a  wide  price 
range  of  well-built  houses.

During  the  year  seventeen  informal  notices  were  served  and 
fifteen  properties  were  repaired  following  these  informal  notices.

At  the  end  of  1966  the  number  of  applicants  on  the  Council's

CERTIFICATES  OF  DISREPAIR. 


No  certificates  were  issued  during  the  year. 

IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS. 

Progress  continued  with  housing  improvements  during  the  year. 
There  was  again  a  comparatively  small  amount  paid  under  discretionary 
grants,  but  standard  grant  payments  continued  at  a  good  rate. 

This  is  no  doubt  because  an  applicant  finds  the  requirements  for 
a  discretionary  grant  rather  difficult  or  onerous  and  prefers  usually 
to  apply  for  a  standard  grant. 

Towards  the  end  of  19&7  official  government  statements  seemed  to 
indicate  that  the  range  of  standard  grants  may  be  extended,  the  grants 
made  easier  to  obtain  in  some  cases,  and  improvement  by  such  grants 
very  much  encouraged.  Powers  to  compel  owners  to  improve  houses  with 
standard  grants  are  possible.

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ENVIRONMENTAL  HEALTH 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL, 

The  weekly  collection  of  domestic  refuse  continued  during  the  year. 
Refuse  was  taken  to  the  new  tip  in  Sandy  Lane  where  it  is  disposed  of  by 
controlled  tipping. 

This  tip  is  also  used  by  Melford  Rural  District  Council  and 
occasionally  by  Halstead  Rural  District  Council, 

The  management  of  the  tip  was  such  that  no  serious  nuisance  arose 
during  the  year.  The  refuse  was  adequately  covered,  and  an  early  fly 
infestation  was  dealt  with  by  spraying.  The  rat  population  began  to  build 
up  at  one  time  but  with  the  movement  of  some  earth  cover  by  the  Borough 
Surveyors  department,  and  with  careful  baiting  by  the  Rodent  Operator 
this  was  brought  under  control. 

The  new  'Bray*  machine  used  on  the  Tip  is  of  very  great  assistance 
in  tip  maintenance,  and  it  is  largely  because  of  this  machine  that  we  have 
had  so  little  nuisance, 

'  Considerable  thought  was  given  during  the  year  to  the  possibility 
of  improving  the  Trade  Refuse  collection  in  1968  when  the  new  'Musketeer* 
refuse  vehicle  is  due  for  delivery, 

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

The  Sewage  Disposal  Works  continued  to  operate  satisfactorily  during 
the  year  and  samples  taken  gave  satisfactory'  results  on  nearly  all 
occasions. 

There  are  still  a  few  properties  not  connected  to  the  sewer.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  proposed  Brundon  sewerage  scheme,  if  and  when  it  is  finally 
constructed,  may  deal  with  most  of  these  properties, 

WATER  SUPPLY. 


The  supply  of  water  during  the  year  was  adequate.  Frequent  samples 
gave  uniformly  satisfactory  results. 

It  is  noted  that  the  supply  to  the  Town  has  been  improved  by  new 
connections  to  mains  from  outside  the  Borough,  The  character  of  the  water 
is  drill  very  hard,  however,  with  a  very  high  figure  for  both  temporary  and 
permanent  hardness. 


RODENT  CONTROL 


The  rat  population  increased  here,  as  throughout  the  country, 
during  1967*  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  it  did  appear  however,  that 
the  increase  had  perhaps  stopped  or  slowed  down.  Regular  routine  surveys 
are  carried  out  by  the  Rodent  Operator  and  all  complaints  are  promptly 
dealt  with. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  coming  years  may  see  a  decrease  in  rat 
population.  It  is  as  well  to  point  out  that  in  parts  of  the  country 
a  resistant  rat  population  has  built  up  which  seems  quite  immune  to  the 
new  anti'  coagulant  poisons  as  well  as  the  old  range  of  poisons  (e,g. 
Arsenic,  Zinc,  Phosphide,  etc).  These  rats  are  spreading  in  the 
Midlands  and  are  proving  difficult  to  control. 


SWIMMING  POOL, 

The  swimming  pool  was  open  again  from  May  to  September, 

Water  is  supplied  to  the  pool  from  the  public  mains.  The  water 
is  treated  by  pressure  filtration  and  break  point  chlorination. 

The  flow  is  so  regulated  that  all  the  water  passes  through  the  plant 
every  five  hours, 

Ro  utlne  residual  chlorine  and  pH.  tests  are  made  at  the  pool, 
and  samples  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  at  Ipswich.

FOOD  CONTROL. 

Inspection  of  food  premises  continued.  Many  small  improvements  were 
carried  out  after  informal  notice.  These  contribute  in  time  to  a  general 
small  improvement  in  standards  at  all  shops.  Some  improvements  were  major 
in  character  and  it  is  hoped  to  continue  emphasis  on  few  unsatisfactory 
food  premises. 

UNSOUND  FOOD. 

There  was  a  large  increase  in  the  amount  of  food  found  to  be  unfit. 
This  is  probably  due  to  the  increase  in  large  food  shops. 

The  following  foodstuffs  were  examined  at  wholesale  and  retail 
food  shops  and  certificates  given  when  they  were  voluntarily  surrendered.
